EING Obſervations on ſome of the Lyes, Slanders, and wicked, 

defaming Inſinuations and Pervertions of F. F's in his Rapſadoe, &Cc. 

Whereby he and his Licencers and Approvers ( of G. F's Party of 

"the Second-days 9) have maniteſted themſelves to be gone 

- ,..., fromthe Powerof God ( by their own Judgment) and by that Con- 

demaed,and therefore ( not Miniſters of Chriſt ) but to beteſtifyed againſt. 
It was truly ſaid, The Ewil Man © Snared by the Wickedneſs of bus lips. There- 
fore in theſe ſhort Obſervations I ſhall moſtly 'meaſure him and his Liſencers 
and Approvers by their own Rules or Judgment that they have meted to 
others, that being part ofthe Recompence of this HMyFery Babylon : And as 
they have ſaid, 77:5 © not Publiſhed to add Grief to their Afﬀiions, nor againſt 
the People (in their Principle) in general, but to manifei# to others that know 
them (r.e. G.F. I.F. and R.R.) not ſo well xs ſome do, who peradyenture 
( by their fair words) might think them that they are not : and is it not pity bur 
ſuch ſhould be better informed, For they ſcem ſo accuſtomed to evil, that it is 
hard for them to leave it ; for notwithſtanding I proved ( in 5th. Babels,&c.) 
T. F: and his Brother R. R. falſe and wicked in their Perverſions, Infinuati- 
ons and [Untruths, which they ought to have repented of, or cleared themſelves ; 
but inllead of. ſo doing, they have added more in this 7. F's Rapſadoe of Lyes, 
wherein they charge me asa Lyer may times,ſaying in theirthird Page, That 
mine (Viz, th. Babels.) is ſtiffed with Lyes. And in page 5. faith, 1 queſtion 
whether allthe Paper I have here wrote will hold them.

And I have proved you falſe Arcuſers, Por- 
verters, Forgers,or like it, & wicked Arbeift-like by your own Rule or Judgment. 
And thou F. F. ſays in pag. 8. / affirm, no Perſon in the Power of God can be 
inevil Attions, neither can they that are therein, have Unity with ſuch ; for 
«ll that go into evil W ords and Actions, go from the Power of God, and are by the 
ſame Power Fudged, And now 7. F. and R. R. let meask you, are not Lyes,. 
Slaxders,falſe Accuſations, 4p abuſrve Inſmuatsons, implicitly beſpattering me 
as not ts be trufted in any caſe, void of Conſcience, gratifie Luſt, as thou and R. R. 
T. £. and ſome others of your Unity have done ; alſo your Forgeries, &c. 1 
ſay, are not theſe evil Words end Works and you be proved to be in them ; there- 
fore by thy own Doctrine, "ogy the Power of God, and by the ſame Judged. 
Therefore how dareſt thou ſay, Toxr Unity is in the Eternal Spirit : alſo 
dareſt thou ſay, thou didft not meax unfaithful Friends. 1 proved thou meant 
your ſelves, and I have proved you unfaithful : therefore ic is thou egregiouſly 
contradi@ts thy ſelf, and art a falſe Accuſer ; and yet G.Whitebead hath the 
face to ſay in his Accuſer, p. 116. We being for doing to all men, as we would they 
ſhould do unto we. May I not, like J.F. query ( that's no Afirtion ) Had nor 
G.W. more Confidence then: HONESTY (1. Fs term ) when he thus wrote ?

I have hinted fomething of G.}W's, &c. wicked Atheiſt-like ating. And in 2d.B- 
bels, in ſeveral pages. And 42h. Babels, pag. 1. Alſo 5th. Babels, pag. 15. 16. 
of that abominable R. Richardſon ( the Second-days Meetings Lexrned Friend) 
where he adds to, and diminiſhes words from my ſentence ; that they call For- 
gery, and wicked Atheiſt-like ; alſo for Judging others. Sce what F. F. fays to 
me, becauſe I ſaid, he thinks, &c. He in his 4th. page ſays to me, In ſo doings thou 
aſſumes God's Prerogative. But in a few lines he is doing the ſame he condemns 
me for. In pag. 5. he ſays, Of Pride and Wrath, that it hath bred, as I may ſay, 
( faith I. F.) an evil Diſeaſe, that ſticks faſt to thy Soul. Here it is evident, he 
can Judge my Soul, thoug he will not allow meto tell his thoughts, when ma- 
nifeſt by his Words and Actions. Alſo for Names, or defaming ſlandering 
Terms. They have been offended at the term Foxoniars, when uſed for di- 
ſtinCion : alſo becanſe in 1, Babels, their Erronious Judgment is termed, 4 
tony ftride towards Rome, and barefaced Popery. They ſay of me, Thou doFÞ but 
ſhew how __ thou wilt have us fall:n on as Papiſts, And for my faying of 
E. H's profitable Place, It is thought T.F. waning or coveting it ; he is angry, 


and ſays in his 9th. page, T.C. hath gotten opportunity to vent ſome of his Envi- 
ous Thenghts againf 1. F. ( and ſays) It is both baſe and unworthy thus to def ame 
A2- 
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me in Print, Hereby it is evident they would not be defamed in Print ( but 1 
had more than bare thoughts for it ) by their being ſo angry with me for ſay- 
ing, J.F. coveting or wanting E.H's Place, doth make appear what a ſmall 
matter they account, doth defame them, if but ſuch an one as 7. F. yet ſee in 
24. Babels, &c.p.1. and 34. Babels, p. 1. and 4th. Babels, p. 20. alſo 5th. Ba- 
bels, p. 15. 16. what Names and Terms of Defamation they give me, &e. as, 
Cheat,&Cc. not tobe truſted nor believed, &c. And many more ſuch Terms have 
they given mezas the Poſt-houſe Officers can teſtifie,that were I as they repreſent 
me, 1 was not worthy to live among Civil Men ;, and they have put me to charge 
to pay Poſtage for Pacquers of Books, and becauſe they were not bulky enough, 
have added blank Paper in; and not only me, but ſuch is their envy, they have 
ſerved others the ſame, and have put us ro ſome pounds charge for their Lyes 
* and Ralleries, and not content with giving me ſuch foul names and Terms, hut 
with a For ought I know(ſays C.T.) they may commit groſs Evils,&+ſay,God allows 
them. I think theſe few [nſtances,and what elſe is (in this Sheet) of F.F's &c. 
falſe Charges and Forgery, and dealing like a wicked Atheiſt, may fſatisfie ſuch as 
. are not wilfully blind, that they do not as they would be done by ; and therefore G, 
W*sTeſtimony is falſe, and his taking God ro Record, very wicked ; and that on 
the contrary, they be guilty of Evil Words and Atitions, and at Unity with them 
that do them, and therefore out of the Power of God ( as F. F. ſays) They that 
keep in the Power of God cannot have Unity with them, Out of thy own mouth 
art thou and thy Licenſers condemned ; yet notwiſtanding they be 
manifeſt thus notoriouſly wicked, F. F. ſays of himſelf and Brethren, Us 
the true Chriſtians, and our Unity doth ſtand in the Eternal Spirit, Þ. $3. and 9g. 
And therefore it is apparent that thou .F. didſt mean your ſelves, and ye be 
proved UVnfairhful; and therefore that alſo is another Falſhoud of F. F's, to 
Jay, as thou haſt, p. 3. That thou didſt nor mean Unfairhful Friends,&c. when 
as I have proved you ſuch ; and if thou didſt mean your ſelves, as I have proved 
thou didſt, then thou ment Vnfaithful Friends, and as IThave in 4th. and 5th. 
Babels proved ; for thou haſt hereby added further Proof, that thou haſt aſſert- 
ed falſe, and art not a Miniſter of Chriſt ( although one of G. F*s) but haſt 
egregiouſly confuted thy ſelf, and this with thy many other Unrruths, will 
fall heavy on thee, although thou wouldſt wrongfully put it on me, and for 
that I ſaid, Tour Unity was in Forms, &E. that thou was ſo offended at : there- 
' in I was rather too modeſt, for I might have ſaid and proved you had Unity in 
and with Wickedneſs, as 1s maniſeſtly proved. 7. F. again charges me, ſay- 
ing, pag. 4. I ſhall here ſhew that the Apoſtle exhorted to be of one Mind, though 
T. C. ( fays F. F.) ſaith it ſeems contrary to Scripture. But F.F. as ſubtle and 
two-faced as thou art,yet thou art diſcovered,for although thou doſt not plain- 
ly ſay, ( yet ſeemingly inſinuating) that I ſaid, It ſeemed contrary to Scripture 
(ſo to ſay) that the Apoſtle exhorted to be of one Mind': Which 1 did not 
fay nor intend, only ſhew from Scripture in Fth. Babels , That there was con- 
rrary, or diverſuy of Mind and Judgment : and the Apoſtle did not ſo much 
condemn one 0r other, as he did their Judging one another. Therefore it 
IS 
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is you ( if nl i, that make the Apoſtle contradi&t himſelf, by pervertiog 
Scripture, becauſe the Apoſtle adviſed ro one Mind; therefore they would force }: 
a proof from thence That they are, or muſt be of one Mind ;, but an Exhortation 
to be ſo, is no proof it is ſo- ; for Chriſt ſaid, Be ye perfett, as your Heavenly 
Father, &c. But that proves not that you, or all the People of God be ſo : no 
more is the Apoſtles Exhortation ro be of one Mind, proof that you,or all Gods 
People be ſo : but I am not againſt being . of One Mind, nor Exhortations or 
Arguments and endeavour thereto, but againſt your Luciferien Spirit and Prin- 
ciple, which would, and doth wnchriſtianiſe all that ſubmir not to CG, F's Laws, 
which I term Bowing to, or Worſhipping your Image : for if all the People of God 
be of One Mind, then but one Se& or Judgment ( and but very few of them nei- 
ther ) be the People of God ; one may eaſily gueſs to whom you reckon all the 
reſt do belong to, of ſeveral other Societies, and all of your own too, that are 
not of your And and Judgment, but with the Apoſtles Faith in Chriſt Jeſus, 
confeſſed with the Month, and believed with the Heart, was the ground of their 
Fellowſhip and Unity ( although not yours ) and not as yours is, in conforming 
to G. Fs Laws in Form of Marriage, Men to be examined two times, and li- 
cenſed by G. F's Womens Meetings, or elſe, not to ſuffer nor permit any Marri- 
age. But admit all muſt be of one Mind, that doth not prove all muſt be of 
your Mind, but others that think ( and on as good grounds too, though not fo 
much confidence)as you;that they be in the right,& therefore by the ſameRule, 
may expect all to be of their Mind, the conſequence of which tends fo to, not 
only keep up, bur increaſe Emulation, Strife and Diviſion, and is ſo repugnant. 
to Charity, that it cannot be of the Eternal Spirit, for the Fruits of that is Cha- 
rity and Peace, &c. and the ſame Fountain cannot ſend forth ſweer and bitter 
Water : andI am fatisfied your DoCtrine ( char all the Faithful People of God 
are, or muſt be of one Mind, cannot be otherwiſe) is bitter DoCtrine to all who 
cannot be of .G. F's, &c. Mind. For G.W. and you that have rcad the Qs. 
Unmask't, there you may ſee what Mindand Judgement G.F. &c. ( if ac- 
cording to his words ) were formerly of; and if you be of the fame 
mind now ( I hope many of you are not ) I think you will not own it now > 
I may have opportunity,in anſwer to G. W's Judgment Fixed, toinſtance more. 
And F. F. thou falfly aſſerts, That rby Doitrine i according to Scripture, aud, 
_— by T.C. Forl have proved it contrary to Scripture, and have diſown- 
cd it. 

F.F. in pag. 7. ſays tome, In thy 14th. page I find thee angry about my ſayinz,, 
it us thy Principle to pay Tithes,and Marry by a Prieſt; But ?.F. thou mayſt have 
found 1n pag. 14. of 5th. Babels, that 1 proved thee in that (as well as many 
others) in an untruthyto affirm I ſaid that which I did not ſay ; and art thow 
drove to thy ſham ( 7. F's word )) tocover thy Lyes, topretend thou finds me 
angry : what, may I not clear my ſelf from thy Abuſes, buc muſt be charged: 
with anger : well Zohz, I ſhall be ſo angry ſtill, and thou art either very wicked,, 
(or very unhappy). in thy Citations, for few of them be right, but falſly Cited, 


or groſly Perverzed; for that I oppoſed thee for,was not, whar was, or what was 
vas 
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wet my Principle, but thy falſe Ciring mo, faying that which 1 did not ; and here 
thou doſt the ſame, and haſt added Sin to Sin, inſtead of clearing thy ſelf, or 
condemning thy Great Evil; forthon again falſly Cites my Query to thy ſelf 
and F.B. inpag. 7. for thou leaves out theſe words of mine, Viz. and be a 
Chriſtian ; although thou doſt Cite them in the Arſwer, yet thou leaveſt them 
out in the Queſtion ; and herealſo by thy own Judgment, thou art like a wicked 
Atheiſt, beſides the Untruth. F. F. in pag. 7. ſays, It s «wicked, falſe, lying 
Inſinuation, and ſaysI have thus done, :z. Infinuated, 4s 5f they accounted ſub- 
enittin; to the Mariſtrate for Conſcience ſaks, was a ſubmitting ro the Pope, But 
7F.F. I have in pag. 13. cited KR. R's words, where he in pag. 14. fays of me, 
Can he pay Tithes ſo freely, how light and eaſie he makgs the Popes Yoak ſecm, By 
which words of R.R. it ſroms evident, he accounts that he calls, paying Tither, 
Submitting to the Popes Toak; &ſo conſequently, if they be all afone Mind, then 
all G. #'s Unity-Men do account all, who for Conſcience ſake, in Obedience to 
the Magiſtrate, pay Tithes, Submitting to the Pope, unleſs he can make my Caſe 
of paying that he counts T:thes, a more particular ſubmitting to the Pope than 
others ; therefore my Charge is good againſt you, for all ( Fob») thou rages 
ſo, and inſinuates that I incenſe the Magiſtrate againſt you ; 6: ſt nor Babilon 
be recompenſed ? yea, a ſhe hath done unto ethers, ſo ſhall be aone unto her, ſee 4th. 

Babels, pag. 6. Your Haman Spirit manifeſts whether you have not infenſed 
Magiſtrates and People againſt F.S. and others : and fee in Truths Charatter 
our words againſt others, Muſt the Weapons they have formed againſt others, 
drank into their own Bewels? and more ſuch like, ſaying, Even ſo muſt the 
be dene unto. Ohyour Wickedneſs and Envy 1s greatly manifeſt and barred, 
how you have to your ability, ſought the deſtruction of other Dzſenters, by un- 
covering their Nakedneſs, in Printing their former Words and Ations, to 
make them obnoxious to Authority, when you had dipt 1in the ſame Diſh with 
them. Oh Babilon, thy own Tongue ſhall condemn thee , is it not apparent, 
you would not be expoſed by F.F. cares; $ 7. and how then dare G. W. ſay, 
Ton are for doing unto all Men as you would be done by. Oh abominabtc, wicked, 
and arrogant man G.W. for you are not content with your own Liberty of Con- 
ſcience to aft in Marriage, or other Afﬀairs, according to your own Preſcribed 
Laws, invented by G. F. &c. but are ſo arrogant asto impoſe your Form on 
others, as evidently is manifeſt by your ſo expoſing my Marriage as an evil, and 
ſo great an one, that ?. F. &c. are ſo arrogant, not only to diſown me as one 
of them, but as to excommunicate me from the Erernal Spirit alſo. And IV. P. 
ſays, All that are left to the One Spirit of Truth, they mujt be of one Mind, they 
cannot be otherwiſe And G.F. ſays, Thoſe that Mens and Womens Meztings in 
the Univerſal Spirit of God bave not Unity with, they are erred from their own 
Heaſnre of the Spirit of God, Hereby it may be ſeen what doom afl may expect 
from them ( who are not of one Mind with them )) under their Government 
in Penſitvania, ant how they (G.F's Party) doeſteem of you, and where 
you bc1ong to, unleſs you come tobe of one Mind with them, and that about 


G. Fs; 
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ſee little hopes of being by to be Chritans, or to belong to the; 
Charth»of Chroſt, wihleſs you (Barbadeer-dike) give upto them your whole Con *: 
cerns, Spiriteal and Temporal ;* but if you Marry or Att contrary to their Mind, 
they can, if they think it for their Intereſt, or for their Revenge ſake, publiſh * 
yon as unfaithful to, anderred from the Meaſure of the Spiric of God. Alfo * 
your Spirit. of Computſion is more largely manifeſted in 24, Babels, pag.16. 
and 34. Sabels, pap, 2, 3- you your ſelves: cauſed me to mention the Letters 
of ſome Names, by your charging me ſo with Lyer, five fold Lye, otherwiſe I 
had not done it, for it is not to npbraid or defame any Perſon for any miſcar- 
riage ; and F. F. thou ſayeſt falſe, to fay, vr i Enmity, and 1 do it to invenſe the 
Magiftrate agaiaft them, but ſee before your own Plea 1. AWOF F. in 
per. 8. he ſaith, /t is to manifeſt to orhoys that kyow you not ſo well what you are, for 
perndyenture they may think you what you are not, and is it not pity but ſnob ſhould 
be informed. Your own Judgment and Doings ſhall correCt you ; your own Wea- 
powsparmed snto your ewn Bowels, Apain F.F. charges mein p.9. with a wicked 
flander 3 my words be theſe, 7 oppeſt only the impoſing G.F's [maginations, 
&c. ox hy e, borag wick tp _ - k T. w _ —__ c. p 
oppoſe t w pirit of Life in Chriſt Teſs, To w a> 0 
his] fo reply, 2nd his Charge remans as tris own falſe Accufation on his head, 
uatil he prove it, which inftead of nraking that good, F. F. comes now in with 
a 1 dexy,, and charge ic n.thee ro prove, &c. But doth not your Excommunica- 
Ling me from the Spirit, for not conforming to G. F's Imagination in Form of 
Marriage, prove that you impoſe it on'me ; therefore it is not malitionfly ir7- 
pe, 11. me, as thou fally charges ; for thy Affirmation or Denyal, withonr 
proof, is nothing worth with ſomethat know thee and R. R. you have mani- 
feſted your felves ſuch as are got to be believed : but if they be not G. Fs, 
| whoſe be they then? I have traced them ;, and find no proof for them from 
Scripture or Spirit of Truth ; indeed it is ſaid, The Heavenly Motion came on 
G. F.. andyretronſly felt by the Brethren, &c. And thy Brother S. £. ſays of 
G. F's Womens Meetings, they be the Good Ordinances which Chrift hath ſet wp in 
his Church, But if others had ſuch a ſtock of Confidence 2s you have, hep 
might on ſpetioſer Pretences ſay the ſame for other Ceremonies ; but uncil 
you prove:from Scripture, -or by the Spirit of God in our own hearts, that it 
1s our Duty to obey G. F*s Qrders, when contrary to the Law of the Nation, 
you muſt give me leave ( youcannot help it yet ) to look on them as G. F's 
[maginatiops ; alfo 1 cannot but obſerve thy ſly Infmuation in thoſe words, 
pag. 9. 1 deny ———— that any thing contrary to Scripture is defired by ws to be 
prattiſed by any. Hereby he would ſlide in, that our Oppoſition to them, is only
